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FROM NEW YORK TO 
LONDON. 

London, July 28. — i his is nut in- 
tended us a detailed chronicle, bal 
merely to mention events and t Ihh^h 
and places iii a brief way, that bave 

relation to our itinoiary willi tliiN 

temporary stay in Louden. 

Our parly, consisting of Rev. Dr. 
John Chamberlain, Dr. Thomas 

Kruneis Fox, ami uiyN(<lf, readied 
tliiN great city without the slightest 
iniHhap and with the iiionI pleasant 
reoolleollooa. I may Hay in pass- 
ing that, to -day I am apparently tho 
only heretic of the trio, aN bOtb the 
other gentlemen are now at St. 
Saviom'H Oborob for tint Deaf, at 
4 HI Oxford Street, London, while I 
pencil talt for tho Information, or 
edification, of our friends in far- 
away New York. 

Since we waved farwells to 
family and friends an the Oedrle 
drew out from the While Star dock 
in Now York, everything from Ihe 
went her to treatment wo have 10 
ooivcd ovoiywheio Iuin boon flrHt 
class. The voyage across the At- 
lantic waH very interest ing. We 
passed l»y, quite closely, the liner's 
St. I'aul and Olympic on different 
days of the voyage. Saw a big 
liner going in out direction hut too 
faraway to be distinguished ; a live 
masted schooner -, a freighter ; 
several whales spouting, one Wig 
shark, ami a school of porpoises. 
Except for two days, when wo had 
high winds and heavy seas, the trip 
was very smooth. During the two 
rough- weather days, Rev. Dr 
Chamberlain HiiocoHsfully fought 

down an inclination to sea-sickness. 
We reached Queenstown on the 

morning of July l'.Mh. Rev. Fran- 
cis W. Maginn came out in the 
lender to the ship anil greeted us 
most cordially. We passed I be 
customs inspection quickly and 
then hoarded a train for Cork. A 
trip on a jaunting car with our lug- 
gage to another station whs rapidly 
in«de, and then by the same unique 
method of transportation, we were 
conveyed to Hie Reunion of the 
Deaf of the South of Ireland. There 
were probably over fifty present) 
ami a short service with Holy Com* 
inuuion was held, inteipreled by 
my old friend, Mr. Samuel Hrighl 
Lucas. Afler Ihe service and intro- 
ductions, the usual group photo- 
iph was made, followed by a 
luncheon. We met here Mr. and 
Mrs. lleyman, who made the jour 
with us that ended in London, on 
Friday, July 86th. With cordial 
good-byes to our Irish friendH at 
at Cork, we ''>ok a train car to the 
railroad Htation and hooked for 

Blarney, where all flatted Oaatle 
Blarney, and two or us -myself and 
Di. I'o I the Blarney Stone. 

The others of the psrly were too 
timid to try, a slip meant a fall id 
feet to the foot of Ihe Castle. 

From Blarney to Dublin whs an 
parienee none of us will toon for- 
get. The ears on this branch of 
railroad, are of the most primitive 
kind. I think Ihey call them 
wagons, at least they dcseive the 
appellation. We gol to Dublin, 
cold and tired and^hungry, at mid 
ni:;ht, and put up al the Russell 

Square Betel, Next morning, by 

jaunting car, we drove to thcClare- 
iik.oI, Institution, which lias beauti- 
ful grounds and a long stone build 
ing of two stories devoted to the 

education af Mm Proteatanl deaf. 

The place whn closed, no wo shoved 
our cauls into the letter slot and 
■tatted for Cabra. Tho Cabin In 
Hlitulion authorities were on hand, 
and I'.iolhois Dalton, Heilin^lou 
and Johnson Nhowod iin nrouml a 
really beautiful and finely equipped 
Institution, ending with luncheon 



that was dainty, appetizing and 
liberal. 

In Dublin, we visited the Hank 
of Dublin, Which occupies the build- 
ings that were formerly the Irish 
Parliament; Trinity College; one 
or two parks ; crossed the Liffey 
liridge and reached our hotel in 
time for dinner. In an hour we 
were abroad Ihe train for Belfast, 
and it was one o'clock in the morn- 
ing when the weary parly of six 
icached the Kensington Hotel in 
that busy and prosperous city. 
Next day being Sunday, Rev. Dr. 
Chamberlain preached iii the morn- 
ing at St. . hide's to a congregation 
of bearing people, while the rest of 
us went to the Helfast Mission to 
Ihe Adult Deaf over which Mr. 
Maginn presides. Afler a abort 
service conducted by Mr. Macinn, 
Dr. Fox and Mr. Hudusou made 

addressee to the congregation of 

over one hundred deaf mules, Mrs. 
lleyman conveyed greetings in be- 
half of the Woman's Parish Aid 
Society of St. Ann's Church for 
Deaf-Mules in New York, and Mr. 
lleyman said a few words that 
were excellent, in the line of direct 
iicsn and common sense. In the 
afternoon, al the V. M. C. A. As- 
sembly Hall, both Dr. Fox and 
(lev. Dr. Chamberlain made ad- 
diesses on the subject of education 
al methods, each Npeaking orally 
and in HigtiN simultaneously. Mr. 
Hodgson declined an invitation to 
address the assemblage on the 
ground that the exercises had been 
prolonged to the limit. Mr. Maginn 
presided at this meeting, prefacing 
the addresses with prayer and the 
rending of a chapter of the Bible, 
Mm. Miller, a deaf ■mute lady of 
l.isburn (near Helfast) rendered in- 
to signs tho hymn "Neaier, My 
Cod, to Thee." Several hundred 
(hearing and deaf) people were 
present. 

In Ihe evening, Rev. Dr. Chamber- 
lain preached in the ohapfd of the 
Belfast Mission, taking as the sub- 
ject of his discourse, the efficacy of 
prayer. Over a hundred deaf- 
mutes were present. 

Monday morning was devoted to 
a visit of inspection at the Helfast 
School. Hater the American iind 
Irish delegates to the Paris Congress 
were photographed on the Steps of 
the Mission House by a Press re- 
presentative. Thisgionp has been 
printed in .several Irish newspapers. 

The evening of Monday founil iin 
on the train from HelfaNl to Huue, 
where the steamer was taken for 
St rauraei , Scotland, and again the 
Mia to Glasgow, which whn reach- 
ed at midnight. We had dinner 
on the boat, and supper at one 
o'clock in the morning in Ihe Mid- 
land Hotel, which is one of a series 
belonging to the Midland Hail road 
Company. 

After a prolonged session at 
ik*S ticket offices, changing our 
route by omitting Hoods, Kngland, 
and substituting Edinburgh, we 
tramped the pavement to the Olas- 
gow Mission for the Adult Deaf. 
Mr. Hendesou, Supei intendent of 
the Mission, Mr. Alex Mcl.rogor, 
the versatile ami clover deaf mute 
newspaper correspondent, and Nome 
others wore I here to meet us, stand 
ing on either side of the interl wined 
banners of Croat Britain and the 
United States, inspection of this 
unite wealthy and spledidly furnish- 
ed eatabllaamenl was too cpitckly 

lo, but our call at the Glasgow 
School for Ihe Deal was anticipated 
and we were an hour behind the 
schedule. We took tram ear, and 
fiom the top viewed the city along 
the route, which led over the Kivor 
Clyde and past a grand park and 
beautiful reaidenoea. At the Glas- 
gow School we were met by the ma- 



tron and a representative of the 
Ladles' Committee of tint Hoard of 

Directors. Mr. Addison, the Head 
Master was away attending the 
wedding of Ihn noii. A splendid 
luncheon whn Nerved, with goose- 
berry tart as dessert, a delicacy 
which needs only lo be sampled to 

create a longing for it ever after- 

ward.s. 

We did a little sightseeing, but 
the half holiday Act defeated any 
chance foi shopping. This Act. 
makes it compiilsaory for every 
establishment lo close at one o'clock 
I'.ll., at least one day ol the week. 

In Ihe afternoon we were photo- 
graphed on the slops of the City 
Hall, received by the Representa- 
tive of lint Herd Provost and 
Councilmen wearing the gold chains 
and pendant seals which proclaim 
Iheii exalted office. The Hoys' 

Brigade oi Liverpool, nearly 

strong, nil in uniform marched into 
the large assembly hall and were 
addressed by the Couneilmon, after 

which a luncheon was served, After 

viewing the park and statuary, 
which included a great monument- 
al shaft surmounted byascolptnred 

figure of Walter Scott, equestrian 
statues of Queen Victoria ami the 
Prince Consort, Hums, Watt, Peel 
and other groat men, 0111 course 
was taken to the hotel. At seven 
in the evening, we were given a 
luncheon at the Mission Hall, and 
Introduced to all Of the deaf as- 
Noiuhlcil. Mr. Henderson and his 
aids were cordiality personified, and 
none of us will forget the warm 
Scottish welcome and hospitality 
which it was our privilege to e\- 

perienee. 

Next morning we went to Edin- 
burgh, the journey occupying about 
two hours. At the Station our lug- 
gage was left, and in a carriage 
and a taxi-cab, Ihe party took in 
all the sights of Edinburgh, includ- 
ing Edinburgh Castle and rToiyrood 

Palace made famous iin the resi- 
dence of the beautiful and unfor- 
Innate Mary, Queen of Scots. Hater 
we called at Donaldson's llospilal, 
where the deaf school is carried en 
along with a school for hearing 
children of the poor and niphnts. 
Considerable data was given us by 
Principal Young, and we saw the 
pupils march to theli noon meal. 

A quick return lo the Station, fol- 
lowed by a hearty dinner, and we 
wero soon speeding towards the 
city of my birlh -Manchester, En- 
gland. As the train sped on we 
caught many A glimpse of the fierce, 
wild beanty of Scotland, with its 
cragN and hillN, and bracken and 
broom and heather, which Intel on 
we conl rusted with the green fields, 
Iho swelling hills, the smiling, 
peaceful scenes of rural England., 
At midnight Manchester was resoh 

ed and none of us waited long for 

the sleep and real so mnoh needed. 

Next morning a visit to the Man- 
chester Institution was made, and 
Mr. Nelson, the lleail Master, was 
on hand to receive us and elucidate 
the methods of education used ami 
the results attained. He particular- 
ly requested the wiiter lo convey 
his kindest reiuonilieranccs to 
Principal Carrier, and incideiitly 
remarked "The New Fork insti- 
tution is the greatest in the world." 
After a light luncheon, our patty 
severally wandered about, tie 
for an hour, I utilized this Interval 
by a walk along the street and look 
ed upon the place when* I was bom

QClved us at the Royal Derby Insti- 
tution, .showed us throughout the 
really excellent Bohool building, and 
gave us facts and figures relating to 

the education of the deaf of Derby- 
shire, We caught Ihe noon train 
for London and ai rived al our des- 
tination al about three o'clock in 
ihe afternoon. 

- In the evening at 7:30, all of the 
American delegates were guests at 

a dinner given by the representa- 
tives of the exclusive class of 
London deaf-mutes, at the Efolburn 
Restaurant. Besides those previous- 
ly mentioned la this chronicle were 
Dr. E. M. Gallnudet ami his daugh- 
ter Katherine, Prof. Robert P. Mc- 
Gregor, of the Ohio Institution, and 
Miss Atkinson, of the Ontario, 
Canada, Institution. . About sixty 
deaf and hearing ladies and gentle- 
men were present, all in full dress. 
The banquet hall is duite large, and 
the tables were resplendent with 
(lowers, giving color and contrast 
to the snowy napery, ciyslal and 
silver.

day when st John, of Beverley, taught a

With having performed * miracle in so do- 
ing, there have been Isolated cases of m n 

with a clearer vision than their fellows who 
could SM that it was not only possible to 
improve the condition of the deaf and dumb, 
but. thai it was their duty lo do SO. The 
names of I'once de Heon. Honel, Honifiicio, 

Bulwer, Wallis, Holder, Van Belmont, 

Sibscota. Dalgarno, Amman, and many 
others, will occur to all who have studied 
the history of the deaf and dumb. Some 
of these men invented manual alphabets, 
others wrote learned books on 

the • subject, and nearly all had 
theories which they carried into pi 
with a variable degree of success, by teach- 
ing a few deaf and dumb pupils. Hut it 
was left to de l'Kpee to devote his whole 

life and fortune to benefiting this section 
of the community. His class of tw 
grew into a school ot sixty : he invented a 

sign-language which is still in use at the 
present day ; lie lived amongst his pupils, 
who looked upon him as a father ; and he 
spared himself no trouble and no expenses 
in doing his utmost to place them on equal 
terms with the rest of mankind. In short. 
It was he who systematized the education of 
the deaf and dumb, and who llrst made il 
possible fur a deaf child who could not pay 
for instruction to grow up in anything but 
the blackest condition of ignor.i

ed for vagrancy, lie was convicted 
and fined $- r )0, but took advantage 
of the chance given him to get out 
of town. 

Thus far Nellie Carringtorr, ar- 
rested under similar circumstances, 
has failed to produce a singular re- 
putable person in any place in the 
country to state that she is deaf and 
dumb. Both Of them are now serv- 
ing sentences of three mouths in the* 
country jail. 

Little is known of Andrews, the 
last recruit of the order of easy- liv- 
ing seekers. Among other things 
which he had on his peison was an 
elect lie flashlight, an instrument 
which an ordinary citizen seldom 
catties, but which is quite often 
found on those who make unusual 

demands upon it. Be "stood pat" 

on his claim that he can neither talk 
or hear. The court put his case 
over until July 31 , to give him an 
opportunity to produce evidence 

from any reliable source to the ef- 
fect that his assertions are true. 
His bail was fixed at $100. 

If Andrews cannot meet this 
simple requirement of the court — 
simple, if his claims are true — he 
will Very likely get the same dose 
which has been handed to the others 
without exception. That is the 
maximum penalty which can be 
iirrposed in the police court, a line 
of $100 with the alternative of three 
months in the country jail.

His room is quite 
large, with a large and long window, 
about ten Tool high, a bureau, a 
writing table, a bed. That poor 
fellow is locked up all alone tohim- 
■elf at 7 I'.M. to <; ,\. |f, ^\>yfy day. 
No light is allowed in that room, 

except moonlight ami starlight at 
night Sometimes he would write 

on his slate in the dark until he is 
tired, lie is very indusloi ious and 
keeps his mind busy all the lime in 
order to keep il in its right place. 
lie is reading anil writing; writes 
on many different subjects, and has 
them in books forms in good order 

in handwriting only. 

The writer had a very pleasant 
one hour talk with Mr. Van Damme. 
lie is very bright talker and well- 
inl'ormed. lie is a wonderful man. 
He is strongly opposed to divorces, 
said that no party should many 
again until either of them dies. He 

never married himself. I can safe- 
ly say that he is not looaae 

Another noted man, alsoagradu 
aloof the Flint School and (iallau- 
clel College, ami a founder of the 
St. Louis Day School, was very 
much different from Mr. Van 
Damme. The noted man was 
hopelessly insane; could not io 
ni/.e his own family. He died 
at, the same hospital without 
gaining his reason.

tered all over the surrounding hills 
and among culm banks. The re- 
tail stores don't fix up their show 
windows for the simple reason that 
they don't seem to have any ; and 
it is quite a puzzle to the newcomer 
to tell what kind of store or sort of 
a scale they are dealing out their 
stuff. However, the " Quick 
Lunch" is a great feature of Scran 
ton, and makes ap for what is lack- 
ing in the stores ; it also makes 
your mouth water, and if you have 
eight or ten plunks" to your name 
and can fish them out of yonr poc- 
ket, at a moment's notice you can 
get a big glass of milk and a quar- 
ter of a thick pie, — fit food for fill- 
ing, fasting, famished, fastidious, 
feasting fellows full of fat. 

The Irish seem to have a mono- 
poly of the "cafe" and " hotel" 
business, and other foreigners, with 
outlandish, unpronounceable, jaw- 
wrenching names, have full pos 
session of the rest. 

Maimed men, without a leg, an 
arm, an eye or a set of fingers, etc., 
are some of the common sights iu 
the streets of Scranlon. These piti- 
ful objects are due to the numerous 
accidents that occur In the mines. 
This is what our coal costs beside 
the high price in dollars and cents 
that we pay for it. And the dead 
and killed miners tell no tales I 

On July 4th, we had the pleasure 
of meeting nearly a score of deaf 
persons at Nay-Aug and Luna 
Parks, which adjoin on the hills on 
the east side of the city. Nay-Aug 
is public, but Luna is private and 
designed for amusement for those 
who care to pay the admission price 
of ten cents, and some more when 
yon get in. They together cover 
several hundred acres of rough and 
mostly unimproved ground. Nay 
Aug has a museum of natural his- 
tory and also an embryro zoo. Near 
the museum there is a tunnel of an 
abandoned coal mine, free to the 
inspection of the enrious. A fine 
bronze statue of Dr. Isiah F. Ever- 
hart, naturalist, who founded and 
endowed the museum stands in 
front of the fine stone building.
